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Crucial  Bylaws 
Revision  olated

Success  has  its  drawbacks,  and  for  the  GPA  one  draw- 
back is  that  we  are  approaching  the  point  where  we 
must  file  tax  foiTns.  Increasing  membership,  a  regular 
newsletter  with  advertising  revenues,  and  the  possibility 
of  higher  dues  are  all  pushing  us  closer  to  the  threshold 
set  by  the  IRS,  above  which  we  must  file.  To  move  the 
threshold  higher  and  avoid  this,  we  are  going  to  need  to 
file  for  non-profit  status  with  the  IRS.  The  easiest  way, 
and  one  which  also  provides  certain  added  legal  protec- 
tion for  the  membership,  is  also  to  file  with  the  state  to 
become  a  Public  Benefit  Corporation.  Both  require  sub- 
mitting a  copy  of  the  organization's  bylaws. 

To  ensure  correct  legal  wording  and  contents,  by- 
laws contained  in  The  California  Nonprofit  Corporation 
Handbook  by  Anthony  Mancuso  (Nolo  Press  1992), 
have  been  used  to  provide  a  ftamework  for  revising  our 
bylaws.  By  doing  this,  we  hope  to  avoid  the  need  to  hire 
a  lawyer  specialized  in  non-profit  coiporation  law.  Be- 
sides "fiUing  in  the  blanks",  the  provisions  in  our  bylaws 
not  covered  by  those  in  the  Handbook  have  been  added. 
In  some  cases  this  has  meant  lifting  whole  passages,  in 
others,  the  substitution  of  "members"  for  "executive 
board",  where  the  existing  bylaws  call  for  mem-  bers 
making  decisions  most  coiporations  leave  to  a  board. 
Certain  other  changes,  hopefiilly  in  keeping  with  the 
intent  of  the  existing  bylaws,  will  also  be  proposed, 
largely  to  clarify  any  ambiguities  in  our  existing  bylaws. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  fiill  presentation  of  this  revision  of 
the  bylaws  can  be  made  at  the  lanuaiy  meeting,  and  a 
vote  taken  in  Febmary.  The  existing  bylaws  require  this 
notice  to  be  given  in  the  Association's  publication  prior 
to  the  vote,  a  presentation  to  be  made  at  the  general 
membership  meeting  previous  to  the  one  in  which  a 
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vote  is  taken,  and  seventy- five  percent  of  the  members 
present  to  approve  when  a  vote  is  taken.  As  we  require 
ten  percent  of  the  membership  to  be  present  for  a  quo- 
mm,  we  hope  participation  will  be  high  enough  for  us 
to  take  action.  Absent  this  first  step,  and  action  next  year 
to  file  for  corporate  and  nonprofit  status,  the  continued 
functioning  within  the  law  of  the  GPA  could  be  at  risk. 


Traffic  Fads    Part  ll»The  Traffic  Studies 
by  Roberta  Caravelli 

In  the  last  issue  of  the  News,  a  historical  account  of  the 
city's  behavior  towards  Glen  Park  was  published.  This 
was  to  introduce  residents  to  ongoing  tactics  used  by  city 
officials,  which  at  best  can  be  summarized  as  empty 
public  relations  efforts  while  hoping  the  problem  (the 
complaining  residents)  will  go  away. 

The  following  documents  some  standard  operating 
procedures  of  die  Department  of  Traffic  Engineering, 
the  reasons  the  recent  traffic  study  was  requested  and  the 
results  of  the  study. 

The  city  conducts  traffic  counts  at  one  location  on 
eveiy  street  once  a  year.  After  going  through  their 
records  back  to  1968  it  was  found  that: 

1 )  No  traffic  count  had  ever  been  done  on  the  block 
of  Diamond  between  Monterey  and  Bosworth.  Given 
-that  this  block  is  the  most  congested  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, it  seems  this  city  department  was  not  selecting 
sites  by  any  relevant  criteria. 

2)  Excepting  the  intersection  of  Lyell  and  Bosworth 
and  two  other  locations  on  Bosworth  near  Elk,  no

Traffic  Committee-Or  Fairy  Tales  Can  Conne  True 

Elk  Street  STOP  signs:  Thanks  to  the  diligent  efforts  of  a 
number  of  Glen  Park  residents,  partiailarly  the  exhaus- 
tive accident  inventoiy  prepared  by  one,  the  city  has 
acknowledged  the  speed  and  accident  problems  along 
the  naiTow  stretch  of  Elk  Street. 

When  we  went  to  press,  the  Board  of  Supeivisors 
was  to  have  heard  the  Traffic  Commission's  proposal  for 
these  STOP  signs.  It  includes  new  signage  along  Elk  and 
lower  Diamond  Heights  Blvd.,  new  roadway  paint  strip- 
ing, including  the  adjacent  streets  of  Arbor,  Chenery  and 
Sussex;  a  partial  no-parking  zone  on  the  west  side  of 
Diamond  Heights  Blvd.;  and  last  but  not  least,  STOP 
signs  on  Elk  at  Cheneiy  for  traffic  in  both  directions. 

Natick  will  become  one-way:  The  Traffic  Commis- 
sion has  approved  the  conversion  of  Natick  Street  to 
one-way.  It  will  travel  the  opposite  direction  of  Carrie 
Street.  These  are  both  very  narrow  streets  with  only 
room  for  a  single  car  as  there  is  parking  on  both  sides. 

CalTrans  101/280  earthquake  repair  project:  The 
final  repairs  on  this  intersection  v^l  begin  soon  and  will 
take  24  months.  For  additional  information  call  the 
CalTrans  information  hotline,  1-800-7-101280.  We  can 
expect  the  follov^ng  freeway  ramps  to  be  closed  for  most 
of  1994:  northbound  101  to  southbound  280  (towards 
Daly  City)  and  noithbound  280  to  southbound  101.

Public  Safety  Committee 

After  a  quiet  summer,  the  Public  Safety  Committee  is 
back  in  action.  Although  difficult  to  find,  the  chairman 
has  been  busy  gathering  facts.  If  you  have  contacted  her 
in  the  past  few  months  and  not  received  proper  re- 
sponse, please  pick  up  the  phone  once  again.  Dial 
587-1509  and  Say,  'Yes  I  want  to  be  on  the  Public 
Safety  Committee.' 

First,  we  welcome  beat  patrol  officer  to  the  Glen 
Park  viDage:  Officer  Decarlo.  His  beat  includes  Chenery 
Street  and  Bosworth.  Second,  our  community  officer  at 
the  Ingleside  police  station,  333-3433,  is  now  Officer 
Torn  Feledy.  Contact  him  if  you  see  a  pattern  of  crime. 
You  might  not  get  an  immediate  response,  though. 

If  you  see  a  crime  that  is  not  an  emergency,  distur- 
bances, suspicious  activity,  call  553-0123.  If  you  hear 
gun  shots,  feel  in  danger  or  have  an  emergency,  call  911. 
If  you  want  to  start  a  SAFE  block  group,  the  biggest  part 
of  community  safety,  contact  SAFE  at  673-7233. 

According  to  the  Ingleside  police  captain,  there  has 
been  a  20%  decrease  in  crime  in  the  Ingleside.  He  credits 
the  hard  work  of  his  officers.  However,  he  does  warn 
that  robbery  is  increasing  through  out  the  city. 

When  a  robbery  occurs,  the  victim  is  confi-onted  by 
another  individual  and  robbed  face  to  face.  In  contrast, 
burglary  involves  someone  entering  the  victim's  home 
in  their  absence.  Most  of  all,  do  not  let  yourself  be  an 
easy  target.  Do  not  go  into  unfamiliar  neighborhoods 
alone  at  night. 

Other  neighborhoods,  like  the  Haight-Ashbury, 
have  begun  patrol  groups,  modeling  them  after  the 
Guardian  Angels.  They  have  found  this  method  to  be 
very  effective. 

Above  our  hillside,  in  Glen  Ridge,  we  have  a  new 
security  group:  King  Security.  They  are  very  effective 
in  their  work  and  have  been  known  to  collar  suspects 
even  before  the  police  arrive.

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section  of  neighborhood  streets  had  multiple  counts.  The 
repeated  counts  on  Bosworth  at  the  three  locations  were 
due  to  pressure  from  GPA  and  the  residents.  Residents 
recognized  these  locations  as  particularly  troublesome 
spots.  The  lack  of  comparative  statistics  for  other  loca- 
tions in  the  neighborhood  was  alarming  and  was  the 
motivating  force  for  requesting  the  traffic  study. 

Between  1973  and  1975,  the  city  conducted  a  traffic 
study  of  Glen  Park  at  the  behest  of  the  GPA.  Concerns 
about  traffic  and  parking  impacts  from  BART  operations 
inspired  the  neighborhood  request.  Recent  research  of 
city  traffic  counts  yielded  no  comparative  statistics,  but 
did  bring  to  the  surface  the  1976  report  of  this  study.  The 
only  possible  way  to  get  statistics  on  neighborhood  traffic 
changes  was  to  request  a  similar  study. 

The  traffic  study  itself  was  informative  only  to  a 
point.  It  showed  an  overall  24-hour  traffic  increase,  and  a 
total  of  100,878  cars  entering  and  exiting  the  neighbor- 
hood. Lippard  Street  between  loost  and  Bosworth  had 
the  biggest  traffic  increase  in  the  neighborhood,  consist- 
ing of  1 99%  more  cars. 

The  1976  report  shows  that  in  November  1974,  a 
total  of  62,200  vehicles  per  day  came  through  the  neigh- 
borhood. The  1992  study  ^ves  70,536  as  the  number  of 
cars  for  November  of  1974.  By  using  the  higher  baseline, 
the  city  is  claiming  a  43%  increase,  while  the  baseline 
found  in  the  original  study  indicates  this  was  actually  a 
62%  increase. 

The  purposes  of  most  vehicles  entering  the  neigh- 
borhood are  unexplained  in  the  study.  Their  origins  and 
destinations  are  unknovm.  The  city  is  claiming  that  88% 
of  our  traffic  increase  is  unexplained  but  they  are  also 
only  counting  BART  ridership  when  a  BART  ticket  was 
used;  they  have  given  no  ridership  counts  in  the  report 
for  Fastpass  users,  the  bulk  of  the  ridership.  So  much  of 
their  supposedly  "unexplained  traffic"  may  be  due  to 
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BART  ridership.  Since  their  data  is  incomplete,  there  is  a 
good  chance  their  conclusions  are  invalid. 

The  city  is  either  attempting  to  downplay  BART's 
impact  on  the  neighborhood,  or  they  have  left  a  very  im- 
portant question  hanging.  For  as  conclusion  #  3  from 
the  1976  report  states:  "The  other  increase  of  trips  into 
the  area  (4,300  trips  or  8,600  cars)  cannot  be  directly 
attributable  to  BART  usere."  The  city  "expeils"  offered 
no  explanation  or  possible  causes  of  this  increased  traffic, 
nor  have  they  offered  complete  data  on  BART  ridership. 

One  of  the  harsher  facts  from  this  study  was  finding 
that  major  thoroughfares  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  like 
Montgomery  near  Sutter  Street,  and  Stockton  near 
Geaiy,  had  increases  of  26%  over  the  same  time  period. 
When  the  study  was  requested,  the  hope  was  that  with 
actual  statistics.  Glen  Park  would  get  action  on  requests 
for  help.  The  only  action  so  far  is  an  unkept  promise  of 
enforcers  at  the  BART  station  during  msh  hours,  the 
actual  removal  of  the  "To  the  Sunset"  directional  signs, 
and  the  addition  of  the  stop  signs  on  Bosworth  at  Lyell, 
also  requested  of  Rina  Cutler  in  1991 .

The  merchants  have  met  and  discussed  several  issues  in 
the  last  quarter.  Recently,  we  heard  Greg  Keiser  of  Graffiti 
Control  Seivices  disaiss  methods  used  to  combat  graffiti. 
He  recommended  a  special  protective  coating  that  can  be 
painted  on  walls  and  easily  wiped  down  after  walls  have 
been  marked  with  graffiti,  thus  avoiding  the  time  and 
expense  of  repainting.  Most  importantly,  he  urged  that 
merchants  and  residents  remove  or  repaint  graffiti  imme- 
diately as  this  helps  deter  repetitive  "tagging"  of  our  walls.
